Dutch Bulbs 


We are all more or less familiar with the 
Dutch Bulbs. We know the Hyacinths, the 
Tulips, the Daffodils and the Poet’s Narcissus, 
and watch eagerly for the first Snowdrop or 
Crocus to bloom in the spring, and yet how 
few of us have them. Easy to grow, both in 
the house and garden and comparatively in- 
expensive, they should be found in all our 
homes and gardens. 

How could they be other than satisfactory 
when one considers fora moment what the 
bulbs really are. The little leaves and flower 
buds are formed, all tucked away in the bulbs 
ready to spring forth when conditions are 
favorable and the bulb has become rooted in 
its new location. With average conditions 
you will, with a little experience, find your- 
selves adepts in bulb growing. 

Carefully read the cultural directions in 
this Little Brown Book, select your va- 
rieties from the list given and you may expect 
results the first time you grow bulbs. Grow 
them once and you will always want some, 
if no more than a Chinese Sacred Lily in 
your home, or a little clump of Crocuses or 
Tulips or the well known and dearly loved 
Poet’s Narcissus in the garden. 


Cultural Directions 
SUCCESS IN THE HOUSE 


depends on early planting, good soil, a good 
root development before bringing into the 
light, and careful watering. The best potting 
soil is composed of rotted sod, rotted manure 
and sand, with a little bone-meal or pulverized 
sheep manure. Any good garden soil may 
be used with good results with the addition 
of at least one-fourth sand. Broken pot or 
small stones should be put in the bottom of 
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the pot or pan for drainage; this is of great 
importance. The pot should now be filled 
to within two inches of the top, and the bulbs 
placed. (For size of pot and number of bulbs 
see planting table). A little sand scattered on 
the soil before placing the bulbs will prove 
beneficial; it is not necessary however. Now 
cover the bulbs with soil and firm well over 
and around them. About an inch should be 
left at the top of the pot to allow thorough 
watering and will prevent splashing the soil 
out of the pot. 

Water thoroughly and set the pots in a dark 
cool place, preferably in the cellar or in a cold 
pit or frame where they may be covered with 
damp sand or ashes. You can also bury the 
pots in the earth in the garden where they 
remain until December. The bulbs must form 
roots before they will flower satisfactorily, and 
the longer time allowed for this purpose the 
better. Bring into a sunny window in the 
living room several weeks before expected to 
flower. Water evenly and thoroughly, and 
never let the soil dry out. With a little ex- 
perience one can grow bulbs to flower at 
almost any time, and with abundant success. 
Callas, Freesias, Roman Hyacinths, Paper 
White and Campernelle Narcissus, Oxalis, 
Duc Van Tholl Tulips and Sacred Lilies will 
flower in December, especially at Christmas 
and on through the winter, depending on time 
of planting and bringing into the window. 

Hyacinths, Early Tulips, Narcissus and 
Crocuses give the best results when flowered 
in February and March. After flowering, the 
bulbs, except Callas, Freesias and Oxalis are 
useless for further forcing, their strength hay- 
ing been exhausted, but can be ripened off, 
kept dry through the summer, and planted 
out in the garden in the fall. Roman Hya- 
cinths, Polyanthus Narcissus and Easter 
Lilies however are not hardy in the north, 
and should be thrown away after flowering. 
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HOW TO GROW IN THE GARDEN. 


Plant in the fall as soon as received, from 
October until the ground freezes, in beds or 
borders, in good well manured garden soil. 

In general cover the bulb to the depth ofits 
longest diameter and firm the soil thoroughly 
after planting. (Consult the planting table 
for further information on depth and for 
distance apart to plant). 

When planting in wild places or in the 
grass, first scatter the bulbs unevenly on the 
surface of the ground to give a natural effect 
when in flower, then make a hole with a sharp 
stick, dibber or crowbar, where the bulbs lie. 
Fill the bottom of the hole with a little sand 
or loam, place the bulb, cover with soil, and 
firm well. In the spring do not cut the grass, 
if it can be avoided, where the bulbs are un- 
til after they have matured and ripened their 
foliage, so that they may become established. 
When bulbs are once established in the grass, 
they may be expected to flower year after year, 
and many increase rapidly. 

During the winter, the bulbs should be 
covered with several inches of leaves, rotted 
manure or litter in December. This may be 
removed as growth advances in the spring, 
and if left near by until danger of frost is over 
can be used for protection if needed. Snow- 
drops, Crocuses and Squills flower very early, 
often in February or March, and are followed 
by Hyacinths, Narcissi and Tulips. The 
bulbs after flowering may be left in the ground 
and will continue to flower every spring, or 
they may be taken up and stored in bags ina 
cool, dry place and replanted in the fall. 
Hyacinths and Tulips, however, are never 
very satisfactory, after two or three years. 
Most of the other sorts become established if 
left in the ground, although it is necessary 
with some kinds to reset every three or four 
years when they become crowded.

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Hulbs for Christmas 


Flowers may be had from bulbs grown in 
the house at Christmas and during the holi- 
days if the right varieties are chosen. The 
best of these are shown in our picture, ‘‘A 
Pretty Christmas Window.” Note what a 
charming display can be made. A pot of 
bulbs makes a beautiful and appropriate 
Christmas gift, especially for aged or in- 
valid persons, when grown by the giver. 
Certainly all should have at least one pot to 
brighten the Christmas dinner table. 


FOR CHRISTMAS FLOWERING 

plant the bulbs as soon a received and give 
plenty of time for root development. Put in 
the window early in December and with a 
little care if they appear to be coming along 
too fast by putting in a cooler place, or if too 
slow in a warmer window, one can have them 
in flower Christmas morning. 


HERE ARE THE VARIETIES 
to plant for Christmas, and all easy to grow. 
If you begin early, in August plant Freesias; 
they are white, pretty and sweet- scented. 
Callas and Oxalis should be planted in August 
if possible ; these will continue to flower more 
or less all winter. Jonquils and Duc Van 
Tholl Tulips may be planted in September 
or early in October. The easiest bulbs to 
grow for Christmas are the Roman Hyacinths 
and the Paper White Narcissus; both are 
white and sweet-scented, the latter too highly 
so perhaps, but if placed near an open fire- 
place the overpowering fragrance becomes 
diminished and very pleasant. Plant in 
September if possible. The Chinese Sacred 
Lily bulbs can be flowered in late November 
and on through the winter, in water or soil 
as desired.
